1. Applicant's Pre-Appeal Brief Request filed on 4/5/2007 regarding claims 1-14, 18-23 
have been fully considered. Claims 15-17 have been cancelled by applicant. Claims 1-14, 18-23 
are currently pending. 

EXAMINER 'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to a method for TDMA multiple access in a radio 
communication system, including the unique steps of: 

"changing, by said controller, the predetermined number of virtual identities for signaling 
based on the level of occupancy of the signaling multiframe, and 

using a virtual identity in the signaling multiframe by a remote unit only when sending a 
message, and releasing the virtual identity after the message transmission is complete." 

The closet prior art, Cheng et al. (US Patent 5,563,883), discloses a multimedia 
communication system where the number of signaling channels can be dynamically adjusted 
based on the varying traffic demand. However, Cheng fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
